_ change” anything like a’ forecast ‘is difficult 
‘to predict with even an ordinary degree of 
certainty, Latest exchanges to hand from 
San, Francisco this morning, bearing date the

offered to the U.S. Mint at 654 cents (gatd) 
per ounce, the tender waa declined on the 
ground that the price was higher than it 
ought tobe. On the r7th ult. a purchase 
wag made at 68.35 cents ‘per ounce. Com- 
menting on the “action of the U.S. Govern- 
ment the S. “#. CAronic/e observes that the 
outside world has not been made acquainted 
with the: facts, if there were, any, which in- 
fluenced the Mint authoritics.to believe that.

‘There is-no reason in the world why some 
portion of the tremendous quantity of silver 
dollars now piled up in the Treasury should 
not have been ‘utilized fur that purpose, 
suggests our coltémporary. ‘Theoretically | 
“those dollars are a backing for §481,392,000 7 
of certificates, but practically they dre 
nothing of the kind. Recent legislation 
has made’ the wilvarcurtiifeate interchange: 
able with gold, and therefore the, dollars 
in the Treasury cannot be regarded in any 
other light than as so much silver bullion. | 
But ‘even if it were assumed that under 
the law as it starids there must be a silver 
dollar. in: the Treasury for every dollar's 
worth of silver, certificates emitted, there 
would still be plenty of dollars available for 
melting down’ During the long period in 
_ © which silver certificates have been issued— 
over a quarter.of a century—a great number 
of them must have been destroyed and lost, 
The amount they represent must run up into 
.. the millions. . Necessagily the dollars against 
which no certificates-are outstandinare ayail- 
able for the public use, and common sense 
demands that they should be so employed.: 
Concluding its line of criticisms, the CAranicle 
says :—" Hut common sense does not Prevail 
in the management .of our monetary’ affairs.’ 
In June, 1879, an act of Congress was passed

FINE WORK BY “NAVAL SEAMEN. 


But the momentary battle for, life was terri- 
-ble aud is even now horrible to contemplate. 
Hundreds of men. women and children 
were. fighting for a. foothold on a narrow 
gangway. Their screams were heartrending ; 
they could be heard half-way up the Peak. 
Residetts wakened in the middle of the 
night by the carpiercing ‘cries, saw from 
their windows the ‘blazing vessel and could 
guess, though they formed little conception 
of, what was happefing on the waterfront, : 
‘The Names were ‘spreading far and wide, 
high over the’ surrounding buildings.° A 
strong wind was blowing at the time, carry- 
ing the spread of-death to vessels a-hundred 
yards away.) A couple of junks which had 
been lying near ‘the’ wharf of the Hankhow 
were “utterly consamed, and whether the 
occupants escaped js unknown, -A Chinese 
wharf-—the only’ one ‘that survived the -ty- 
phoons—was crumpled up and destroyed. 
The Powun, another Canton boat, which 
was lying ‘at the opposite side of the Aran 
how's wharf, nianaged to be towed away and 
from the scene .of the conflagration, 
Meanwhile, the Atdukow was burning irom 


every port and louphole, while a few frenaied 
passengers were . making final efforts to 
‘cheat the grim figure whieh overshadowed 
them. . Many in the thides of agony leapt’ 
into the, sea and were drowned. — Many 
were crushed to death under the feet of 
their fellow compatriots. Women and child- 
ren had no chatice, of success in the insane 
tush for the-pangways. All this be it re- 
membered occurred within a very few 
minutes. Chinese on the jhousetops watch- 
ing the scene but unable to stir a finger in 
aid of the passengers were ‘sillouctted 
against the black-sky. ae 

When the chief officer had . informed the 
captain of the first outbreak, he tushed to the 
engine room ‘in order to get the fire-hose 
into play, but in five minutes the engine- 
room was a seething cauldron and ‘nothing 
could be done, The officers made their 
escape as best they could, uiterly helpless to 
sender-uid to the passengers. Kockets were 
fired to call assistance and the commander:

with a manual engine to the scene. ‘The 
Naval Yard also sent a contingent to assist 
the land brigade with the wharf hoses, but 
human efforts were powerless to oppose the 
flames, In the opinion of those,” however, 
who saw the herculean efforts: of the volun- 
jcers to stamp out the flames and rescue the 
suflering both from the vessel and the water 
some recognition should be made of” their 
conduct.

We regret to have to record the death of Mr. 
F. F. Guterres, which took place at his residence 
at Kobe yesterday. By his death ‘the foreign 
community loses, not only one of jts oldest, but 
one of its most respected members. Though he 
never took a prominent part in public affairs - 
Mr. Guterres was very wel known, and highly 
esteemed by reaton of‘ hfs open-hearted kind- 
ness and thorough integrity. Notwithstanding 
that he had a large family dependent upon him, 
he unostentatiously helped many. a young 
{ellow, irrespective of creed or nationality, or 
what thanks he might receive.‘ ‘ 

“Mr. Guterres was born at) Macao on July, ° 
sath, 1836, and he was thu. just.over 70 years 
of age when he died. He came to Yokohama 
in the first year-of Meiji (1867), and very soon 


since. He was first connected with the firm of 
Scott & Co,, auctioneers, and: commission 
agents, and afterwards was, with Mourilyan, 
Heimann & Co. In 1885 he joined the Hong: 
kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
where he held a position of trust up to the 
time of his. death, When the Vortuguese 
Consulate was io the hands of merchant- - 
consuls he used to do practically all the work 
for them, as most of the representatives were 
unacquainted. which jhe Portuguese language. 
About tt-months ago he fell ill with pneumonia 
“and has been ailing ever‘since, though he: 
bore his illness with cheerfulness, He leaves 
a widow, four tons and two daughters, with’ 
whom much sympathy will be felt.
